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The Crisis in the Criminal 
Justice System by Raven 

It seems that hardly a day goes by 
without another murder of an 
innocent person on our streets. 
Society is out of control, even when 
a criminal is caught, the majority of 
resources are directed towards his 
welfare and rights, whilst ignoring 
the rights of the victim. This would 
not be accepted within an Integralist 
Society. Law and Order would be 
paramount, for if it Isn’t safe to 
walk the streets. Society is not 
worthy of that name. 

Working as I do as a Prison Officer, 
I see at first hand the appeasement 
and indeed the consequences of 
liberalism within the Criminal 
Justice System. It seems everyday I 
hear the words "Human Rights", 
what I attempt to instil are "Human 
Responsibilities". What I attempt to 
explain within this article, 
are that the "Deterrent Factor" has 
gone, and jail is seen by many 
criminals as an opportunity to meet 
up with old friends and even to 
continue to deal drugs that are 
smuggled into prison. Most of these 
drugs are smuggled in through 
visits, in which security has been 
greatly reduced, namely in the 
liberal campaign of "Decency to 
Prisoners". 

This enables some Enhanced 
Prisoners to even have visits out of 
sight of Prison Officers! It is a 
shame this "Decency" is not 
extended to the victim’s right to see 
these individuals punished as they 
should be within a disciplined 
system! 

Unfortunately the opposite is 
true, with prisons increasingly 
run by Sociologists, Psychiatrists 
and deluded liberals. Prisons 
would return to being prisons 
under an Integralist Government! 

The Prison System in its removal of 
an individual from Civil Society 
should be about punishment, 
breaking the chains of criminal 
thinking and indeed morality, and 
hopefully replacing it with a 
disciplined, responsible, member of 
Society. 


This should be achieved by 
challenging violent behaviour, 
criminal morality and anti¬ 
social activities. The sad truth is 
the Modern Prison Service 
serves nothing more than an 
institution that re-enforces and 
indeed celebrates and promotes 
the so-called "Culture" that 
creates the criminals in the first 
place.

If 
we take for instance, drug abuse. 

In the past. Prisoners coming 
into custody would be given 
nothing to help with the pains of 
drug withdrawal. Put bluntly, 
they would go "cold turkey" 
thereby suffering the 
consequences of their actions. 

In many establishments Prisoners 
are now "maintained". This 
"maintenance" consists of 
supplying methadone on a daily 
basis, and, as a result, upon 
release, because their addiction 
hasn't been broken, they go 
straight back to their habit. This is 
usually funded by stealing or 
attacking another innocent 
member of Society, an absurd 
situation. 

Prisoners have access to colour 
TV’s, mail-order clothing, DVD's 
and Playstations. Many of the 
games for these Playstations are 
violent such as "Grand Theft 
Auto" which does nothing more 
than glorify the depraved lifestyles 
that brought them into conflict 
with Society in the first place! 


Most Prisons in the so-called 
"dispersal" system, that contain 
the most violent, dangerous 
Prisoners, serving sentences for 
murder, rape and terrorist offences 
now have a massive problem with 
the propagation and organisation 
of Islamic Fundamentalist Groups. 

This has been allowed to 
happen, again by the liberal 
establishment, for it is a lot 
easier to appease than to 
confront it. That is in the short¬ 
term. In the long-term we are 
allowing many of our prisons to 
become nothing more than a 
breeding ground for Islamic 
Fundamentalism, giving them 
the means to organise, and 
politicise the disaffected, and the 
bullied. 

The stark reality being if you are a 
Prisoner and you don't join these 
groups, you are seen as against 
them in jail, and that means 
attacks with group beatings, 
stabbings and "sugaring" which 
involves having boiling water 
containing sugar thrown over your 
face. 

This causes horrendous injuries as 
the sugar adheres to the skin 
making it peel off. I have 
witnessed such attacks and it isn't 
pleasant. This is a daily 
occurrence in our prisons, but 
obviously goes unreported. It is 
only a matter of time before 
something very serious indeed 
happens in an establishment, and it 
will be polarised around religion, 
and we shall no doubt then 
observe the spineless politicians 
who allowed this to happen 
attempt to apportion the blame 
elsewhere! 

Under an Integralist 
Government there would be the 
re-introduction of the death 
penalty, for such crimes as 
murder, paedophilia, drug 
supply, treason and rape. We 
would also re-patriate all foreign 
prisoners of which there are 
currently 13,000 in the Prison 
System. The cost of their 
deportation being earnt through 
their labour in prison. 
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We would re-introduce the work 
ethic within our Penal System by 
making Prisoners work on 
construction projects, road building, 
canal dredging and graffiti removal, 
whereby they would have to pay 
back, and indeed be seen to pay back 
Society. 

Most importantly, we would 
unshackle the Police from the chains 
of "Political Correctness" and allow 
them to do their job, without fear of 
upsetting certain religious of cultural 
groups, whereby they could 
discharge their duties to protect the 
decent majority in Society, and 
uphold Law and Order, by smashing 
those who currently take advantage 
of this self-serving liberal 
establishment, who will always make 
excuses for the criminal and never 
speak out, or defend the decent 
Citizen or victim. 


Drug dealing can be eradicated, 
the Police know who the suppliers 
are, they are held back by liberal 
Police Chiefs and Politicians. 

This is due to a fear of upsetting 
"community relations" in the 
inner-cities and as a 
consequence they are restrained 
from launching any 
concentrated raids upon certain 
drug-dealing communities. 

This wouldn't happen in an 
Integralist Society, for if you 
undermine Society, it does not, 
and would not matter who you are, 
you would be dealt with 
appropriately for the good of 
Society, that is the stark reality, 
for we must face reality if we are 
to confront these problems and in 
doing so take our Nation forward, 
towards building an Integralist 
Society! 


AGRICULTURE ® 


We at the Integralist party recognise 
the crisis in British farming and 
understand the importance of rural 
Britain. Here is our plan for Britain’s 
Rural rebirth, our beautiful 
motherland infinite in its soil, will 
hail in a new age of economical 
benefits, self sustainability and 
independence from international 
finance, and build the new man in a 
new Britain, a Britain of strength and 
stability of nature. 

Britain's agricultural sector as has 
gradually withered away since the 
1870’s (as is the case with the rest of 
Britain’s economy), all due to the 
merciless will of international 
finance, which has precipitated this 
ruin. The government's solution to 
this problem is the familiar insistence 
that the industry “must be 
competitive, diverse and flexible” 
and “must respond better to 
consumer demands”, by which they 
mean “it is cheaper to pay for 
foodstuffs grown by foreign nations, 
and transport it to Britain than to 
support our own farmers, and their 


livelihoods for the sake of the 
short term benefits”. British 
agriculture is in crisis and must be 
saved. 

The importance of agriculture to 
the British economy has continued 
to decline, last year the 
agricultural sector made up 0.8 
percent of Britain’s GDP our 
meagre exports to Western Europe 
and the United States amounted to 
only £630,000,000. Despite 
putting it at odds with our 
government’s 'Strategy for 
Agriculture' which pours billions 
into what’s left of Britain’s 
farming because it ‘performs the 
function of managing the 
countryside’. 

Worse still is the disastrous effect 
the European Union has on our 
farming. The EU hands out huge 
subsidies to the mainland states 
creating huge over production of 
‘wine lakes and butter mountains’ 
and thus seek to dump their 
foodstuffs on Britain which does 
not claw back the subsidies it is 


entitled to as this would invalidate 
the British rebate. Thus makes the 
European effect on British 
agriculture the most notorious 
indirect cost of EU membership in 
what is an already a crippling 
reparation. 

This EU Common Agricultural 
Policy also taxes our imports from 
outside Europe (which we need 
because we apparently cannot feed 
ourselves). These European levies 
mean we have to, in effect pay 
double for international produce. 
When worked out in total, the 
‘CAP’ costs Britain an eye 
watering £15 BILLION a year! At 
least 1.2 percent of Britain’s GDP. 

Outlining of the problem : 

Despite what our opponents allege 
this crisis is not natural occurrence 
or a simple misfortune. Britain 
could become a great agrarian 
producer, our island can be said to 
be small, yes, but our soil and 
climate is the best in the world, it 
is an insult and a crime that we are 
cap in hand. No other nation in 
fact has so great a potential to 
farm, yet has made so little effort 
to act on it. 

In practice the problem itself is the 
one inherent in liberal capitalism, 
production for productions sake, 
efficiency for efficiency’s sake - at 
the expense of our national 
security and the disaster boding in 
the future. That disgusting 
cosmopolitan attitude of 
everything for sale and no loyalty 
to anyone, where large chain stores 
can bully famers into accepting 
lower prices or find a foreign 
producer to undercut them (Britain 
after all has the most developed 
chain of supermarkets in western 
Europe), of course ‘Why have 
hands on the farm when they can 
be rotting away in a cubicle?’ 

‘Why not cram livestock into 
terrible conditions to free up more 
hands?’ ‘Why not import our food 
to free up more hands?’ ‘Why not 
export our food to double the 
profit as a gimmick?’ ‘Why not 
make expensive housing for 
middle class twits - or just pave it 
all over for one big council 
estate?’ 
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It is this materialist calculating 
attitude which utterly disregards the 
welfare and future of our people. We 
are also stuck with this exodus 
mentality that the countryside 
somehow represents the old and the 
town the new - the Countryside 
represents our lifeblood, it is 
sustenance, survival, biology, 
science, etc. Young people still 
instinctively flock to trendy cities - 
there are no more factories any more, 
the native population are 
suburbanised and pushed into the 
mutual service sector to maintain the 
decadent standards of liberal Britain. 
Any hands from the country side to 
the city today are frankly lost as a 
glove puppet to international finance, 
yet when one can no longer make a 
living in the country where else does 
one go? 

From reading all this our opponents 
would say that it would take years to 
make Britain self sufficient, in fact to 
further understand the crisis it to 
know that technically our farmers are 
overproducing! Despite its size our 
agricultural sector already accounts 
for 60% of Britain’s food supply 
(without exporting), but Unable to 
compete with low prices, the profits 
from farming are in some cases 
nonexistent. It is now at a point 
where it costs so much to grow and 
harvest crop that selling it in some 
places will create a deficit, this is 
why so much is flogged abroad. 

Another significant problem to point 
out is how little actual farming there 
is. Over the past hundred years our 
farmland has greatly decreased, more 
than one would imagine, it has 
instead been evened out by the rise 
in livestock, which has decreased, 
but at a slower rate than crop, 
making up two thirds of Britain’s 
agricultural output, should give some 
idea to the amount of soil which is 
actually cultivated. 

Now most literature of this sort will 
come from free market crypto 
libertarian Europhobes who make 
the common assumption that the 
problem is the European Union 
Common Agricultural Policy alone, 
this is false. Spending on the British 
benefits from the CAP has actually 
continued upwards whilst farming 
has decreased to crisis point. 


What is vital to appreciate is that, 
of the 27 nations in the European 
Union, it is only UK agriculture 
which is abysmal. That crisis point 
can be measured in terms of net 
income. 

Here is an example, agricultural 
incomes in the EU increased over 
the past five years by fourteen 
percent, the United Kingdom on 
the other hand dropped by forty- 
two percent - Why then if we have 
a Common Agricultural Policy 
which applies to all 27 countries 
which all receive subsidies, should 
British agriculture be the only one 
in crisis? Though the rest of 
Europe is hardly booming 
agriculturally they are not at crisis 
point. Britain is. Here in Britain 
there are in some areas of the 
countryside abject poverty, 
machines rusting in fields and land 
in disrepair. Why? 

Now presumably the rest of 
Europe are also trying to swap 
their food surpluses, why would 
Britain’s agricultural crisis be 
rooted solely in the CAP. Logic 
dictates that if out of the top EU 
member states, Britain is the only 
nation who is at crisis point the 
problem cannot strictly be related 
to Europe but must be part of a 
wider problem embedded in a 
historical context. 

It’s all very convenient to believe 
in the superficial notion that it is 
the satanic bureaucrats in Brussels 
which are to blame for everything. 
The truth is we have a system of 
government which no longer 
works, is no longer accountable, 
cannot support our core basic 
industries, and is so complex that 
nobody understands it, the people 
have lost trust in it, and our 
politicians get away with it. 

Take the lack of accountability, 
‘The buck’ as it were is on a 
seemingly constant cycle. The 
problem therefore is the 
democratic system itself! 

What we are looking at, is a 
complete lack of any real 
government (an accountable ruling 
power with the ability to govern) 
which rather than consisting of 


great statesman installed with the 
sole function of governing, our 
politicians only have their eyes on 
the towns and cities where a 
majority of the electorate are and 
more importantly where financiers 
roost, the government cares not 
for the few in the countryside who 
can whine all they please. They 
must consider also when the next 
election is, why put in place long 
term planning which will benefit 
only your successor? 

Our nation is run by spin doctors 
and career politicians of the 
political class who are without 
loyalty, decency, or a sense of 
duty. We all know for a fact that 
agriculture is in crisis and those 
who would benefit from the 
regeneration of our agriculture 
even under current conditions, 
would outstrip those who derive 
profit from their international 
paymasters? But because the latter 
have financial power, and 
therefore political influence, their 
interests are given priority. 

To such depths has ‘democracy’ 
or rather ‘financial democracy’ 
fallen, that the interests of the 
British people can be robbed by a 
few financial bandits. 

However much they cry the free 
market wolf of the benefits of 
trade to the British people, 
promising ‘cheap’ and ‘exiting’ 
food against protectionist 
legislation, even though they 
don’t have the money to pay for 
the goods because they produce 
nothing themselves - despite 
being the second largest EU 
budget contributor our people 
have the lowest buying power in 
Western Europe. 

Underneath it all, tribute to our 
master ‘international finance’ 
must be paid. Even if feeding 
ourselves were of financial 
detriment to the nation, which 
would not be the case, the move 
towards self sufficiency is 
something which really ought to 
happen. In these times the price 
for a secure future is worth 
paying, especially when the trend 
in many nations it towards self 
sufficiency. 
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Another threat to Britain’s 
agriculture is the impending 
international food crisis. A 
combination of a growing middle 
class in India and china, combined 
with the record high price of oil, has 
seen in just the last year (2007-2008) 
the overall price of foodstuffs go up 
by 6.5%, and the price of raw 
products like corn increase by up to 
44% and wheat, 92%. Because these 
nations are consuming more and 
more and transporting heavy goods 
around the world, food will be more 
and more expensive and the rest of 
the world, particularly the 
developing world, will in effect stop 
exporting more and more, farming 
will be more and more localised to 
be cost effective and Britain must be 
ready to meet this. 

So to all those who would regard our 
ideals as a pipedream, I pray that is 
not the case, otherwise there will be 
dark times ahead. With the rise of 
bio fuels to replace fossil fuels those 
with a strong agricultural sector will 
have a real edge over our 
competitors so what is currently a 
crisis can so easily be turned into an 
opportunity. 

This problem can only be 
exacerbated by the rising price of 
oil, in the near future the prospect of 
importing food from the other side 
of the planet will be an absurdity 
and local producers and couriers will 
struggle enough to get their food 
from one part of the nation to the 
other, let alone from one side of the 
planet to the other. 

So to recap on the problem 

• Britain’s agriculture is in crisis 
and farmers cannot earn the 
decent standard of living they 
deserve 

• Britain is almost entirely reliant 
on foreign imports to feed its 
people 

• Foodstuffs are becoming an 
increasingly valuable resource 

• Much of Britain’s brown soil is 
uncultivated. 

• Foreign imports are killing of 
Britain’s agricultural sector and 
we can no longer compete 

• There is insufficient manpower 
in the countryside 


All this is the direct cause of 
liberalism itself and the inability of 
that ancient doctrine to work in 
accordance with the economic facts 
of the modern world. 

So what is to become of the future? 

There are numerous potential crises 
heading our way and we must be 
ready to meet them. 

Outlining the solution: 

The solution in short requires a 
radical change beyond the 
capabilities of our feeble 
government; this task must in effect 
be carried out by the full powers of 
the nation. It requires a government 
with the power to act and a people 
mobilised behind it, it is only 
through these means, the will and 
genius of Integralism that Britain 
can be saved from its financial 
masters. We must therefore assert 
that the first step we must take 
before any progress can be taken is 
to take all treasonous forms of 
liberalism and stamp it into a 
bloody pulp with the iron jackboot, 
destroy it utterly and turn its putrid 
corpse into compost. No 
programme of regeneration can be 
successfully taken up under a 
privileged class system which is 
designed only to serve vested 
interests, never the national interest. 

The state is not merely created to 
serve the interests of the economic 
institutions, it represents the people 
of the nation and their historic 
destiny to carve an existence for 
themselves. Finance has no state, no 
borders, government, laws and 
codes, just as the bloody red forces 
of communism have no motherland, 
the forces of communism and 
liberalism are spectres haunting 
Europe, it is only through the 
interests of the nation itself that an 
effective policy can be drawn that 
benefits the people. 

With a fully empowered 
government we will set up the CBA 
(Corporation of British Agriculture) 
where in all the nation’s agriculture 
is united under one organisation, 
run by representatives of the 
agricultural sector and its 
consumers, in addition to some 


experienced technical experts as 
we believe that those most 
qualified for the task of governing 
agriculture are the agriculturalists 
themselves, the job of the itself 
government should be to create 
the conditions for the organisation 
to prosper. 

The current democratic system we 
are faced with today, believes the 
British honest farmer to be some 
sort of idiot who is 
inconsequential or perhaps what it 
boils down to is that 2% of the 
vote is not worth fighting for, 
especially as farmers are inclined 
to vote conservative anyway. We 
want localised self government 
for British farmers, whilst all 
farming to be part of one 
accountable network wherein the 
agriculture of the entire nation is 
directed by farmers 
representatives and technical 
experts (the alternative being the 
bureaucratic generalist civil 
service). 

So long as the corporation keeps 
with in reasonable confines of the 
national interest, it will have full 
freedom in economical planning 
and freedom of self government in 
whatever the farmers of Britain 
deem necessary in the 
maintenance of agriculture as 
opposed to generalist bureaucrats. 

The existing powers of DEFRA 
(the Department for Environment, 
Food, and Rural affairs) will be 
divided between the respective 
corporations that is the areas of 
research, governance, planning 
and implementation, which will 
incorporate everything from, 
projects, wages, prices flow of 
supplies, ect, the remainder of 
which will become a small body 
of the civil service for the 
purposes of scrutiny and 
regulation (rural affairs will 
become a separate department of 
Her Majesties Government). It 
should be noted this is the manner 
in which all areas of the British 
economy will operate within the 
corporate state. It is only when all 
of this comes to pass can we thus 
be resolved to save Britain and 
carry out our plans. 
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Why regenerate Britain’s 
agriculture? : 

In addition to the many reasons 
previously listed which to recap 
were: 

• An issue of national security in 
a time of crisis 

• The worldwide rising price of 
food and oil 

• The safeguarding of home 
industry and the protection of our 
farmers 

• The untapped potential 

main tenance and volume of rich 
British soil 

There are also other key non- 
economically related issues which 
are rather a matter of common sense 
which further advance our argument 
and give a better understanding as 
for our motives. 

Pesticides - Enemy of the Nation: 

When we speak of the ‘nation’ we 
speak not just of the state and its 
money markets, but the people 
themselves who make up its whole. 

If a people are genuinely maltreated, 
unhealthy, or discontent and do not 
have their grievances reconciled with 
the state they are prone to dangerous 
ideas, thus the welfare and health of 
our people is among the highest 
priorities of the nation. Modern 
politicians cannot understand this, 
they remove themselves with their 
macro view of the world and it is 
only when problems arise in the 
form of media regulated single 
issues. 

For instance let’s say something 
ridiculous like 100,000 people a year 
were killed indirectly through the use 
of pesticides. In a properly regulated 
state this would be instantly unveiled 
and quickly amended as a matter of 
the highest importance, in our world 
however it would require some 
savvy reporter to dig up the story and 
publish it at an appropriate time 
when not too much is going on for it 
to be taken up as a ‘democratic 
issue’ which would be addressed by 
personalities on panel shows only to 
buried and forgotten about, just like 
immigration, international crisis, 
capital punishment, the EU and 


every other issue which is of 
importance to everyone. It is quite 
clear the current system is not built 
to act in the interests of its people. 
The revitalisation of British 
farming requires absolute human 
integrity founded on a persistent 
higher natural order that must be 
maintained. We are not trying to 
return to a past age but we respect 
the eternal laws of the land. 
Upsetting this balance without even 
the proper research has 
compromised the health of the 
British people severely. The use of 
pesticides not only degrades the 
quality of goods but damages our 
health in the short term and ruins 
the soil in the long term. 

The use of agrichemicals is 
widespread and has been for a long 
time, the agricultural sector itself 
uses twenty five thousand tonnes of 
pesticide every year. The residues 
of chemicals like DDT and 
hexachlorobenzene have remained 
in the soil decades after they were 
banned. 

Today there are over 500 chemicals 
in our bodies that were not there 50 
years ago, and these chemicals can 
be widely attributed to the rise in 
cancer we have seen. Belgian 
doctors have found that Women 
with breast cancer are five to nine 
times more likely to have pesticide 
residues in their blood than those 
who do not. Farm workers 
themselves who must regularly 
work with chemicals are 
themselves more prone to various 
types of cancer despite living in a 
clean rural environment. Some 
pesticides have been known to 
mimic the hormone oestrogen, 
disrupting the hormonal balance of 
our bodies and these hormone 
related cancers such as breast, 
prostrate, ovarian and testicular 
cancers are the most prevalent and 
on the sharpest increase. The Royal 
Society a prestigious scientific 
academy said the following which 
recommends that, “human exposure 
to endocrine disrupting chemicals 
(especially during pregnancy) 
should be minimised on grounds of 
prudence”. 

Don’t take my word for it; 
its all in the books. 


It is in the books our leaders, our 
politicians never read, and refuse 
to because their hands are bound 
by forces unseen. The government 
attitude itself is less than half 
hearted via the Food Standards 
Agency (FSA) which enforces no 
safe limit on the amount of 
pesticides used. Despite the 
government’s claim to the contrary 
their own Pesticide Residues 
Committee's latest annual report 
found that, out of 4,000 samples, 
nearly a third contained pesticides 
residues, with one in a hundred 
over ‘permitted’ levels. When 
pesticides turn up in food, they are 
called ‘residues’. No government 
testing has been carried out on the 
impact of residues on children, 
despite their extra vulnerability 
(children absorb more toxins per 
kilo of body weight and their 
bodies are less able to break them 
down). 

Another issue that reflects 
politician’s inability to run the 
country is their failure to properly 
assess the quality of food. On 
paper a particular foodstuff is just 
a name and does not equate size 
taste, quality or age. People do not 
realise that the replacement of 
local farming with foreign goods is 
no substitute in terms of quality 
and content, even if it is ‘meant’ to 
be grown in a more temperate 
climate, food should be eaten 
fresh. When Britons get their food 
in the shops it is already days or 
weeks old, not to mention is half 
the time canned, artificially 
preserved and frozen (which in 
themselves create further 
problems), what the British 
consume is of lower quality. Food 
it meant to be eaten fresh, and 
nobody can do that better than a 
local producer! 

The chair of the Food Standards 
Agency, Sir John Krebs, recently 
said 

“Organic food contains fewer 
residues of pesticides used in 
conventional agriculture, so 
buying organic is one way to 
reduce the chances that your food 
contains these pesticides”. 
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THE SOCIAL SIGNIFICANCE OF THE COUNTRYSIDE 


The British (or in general European) 
soul is a culmination of our nation’s 
traditions and ancient customs. It 
also represents the historical context 
of national community; that we the 
British live in our definite territory - 
an ancient land that is ours through 
birthright. 

In our increasingly globalising world 
where the post modernist philosophy 
of internationalism is the law of the 
land, this sacred idea and even the 
concept of the nation itself is 
increasingly under threat. 

Our political elites desire among 
other things a world in which the 
land has no value other than its net 
income a world without borders, 
nationalities or nations a world in 
which the people of earth belong 
nowhere and everywhere. This we 
will resist to the end and it is upon 
the dream of restored nations and 
peoples secure once more from the 
clutches of inhumanity, in short the 
premise of this article that it will be 
through the restoration of the 
countryside that we reaffirm the 
values of Britain herself. 

The mass land owning capitalists 
have broken the relationship in this 
community and the duties bestowed 
on the different sections of rural 
Britain. An effective programme of 
the distribution of surplus land will 
restore continuity between 
generations and the respective duties 
of the different sections of a small 
town. 

It is the duty of the farmer to provide 
the consumer demand of the area so 
far as they are able, in turn the 
community must support the farmer 
for - this is how it is understood, 
and this restored attitude will 
reinforce the stability of the national 
community, one in which the small 
town will increasingly become the 
norm. 

Today the countryside has remained 
a stronghold of the national 
character and an unspoilt glimpse 
into a past before the old social 
divisions. 


There is a sort of collective 
environment through the shared 
conditions, responsibilities - 
shared value that comes through 
shared labour. 

When we speak of the crisis of the 
modern man, that is the corruption 
of our people by the forces of 
postmodern thought, it is a product 
that grew in the towns over a 
period of time. To try and correlate 
this with its relation to the 
countryside may provide a clue as 
to how we can achieve the higher 
type of man. It can be seen that 
within the cities, suburbs, and 
urban areas, man is more 
susceptible to the degeneracy’s of 
the modern world as its 
cosmopolitan nature makes It 
easier for men to lose their 
identities. 

One only has to read a newspaper 
to appreciate the new meanings of 
birth life and death within the new 
industrial modern hives. One is 
born in a sterile hospital, living a 
colourless life ignored by the 
community which we are told does 
not exist, in its place one message 
rings clear, only the individual is 
important and your primal needs 
must be satisfied if you are to be 
happy, you must work in an office 
to accumulate wealth and die 
friendless and alone in a bedsit. 

In the city all traditions are 
denigrated heritage and personality 
becomes invisible, and the facts of 
life are actively discouraged. 
Longing for the community is 
exploited by business created 
individuality cult of ‘subcultures’, 
which is utterly dependent on 
marketed materials to exist, and 
whose principle aim is to subdue 
the individual and entrench them 
in the liberal capitalist system. It is 
not that there is anything 
fundamentally wrong with towns 
and cities, but it is only in such 
controlled environments 
consumerism can be used as a 
blunt force tool to degrade identity 
and self worth unopposed by 
starved patriotic influences.

Take our capital, London. It is 
current population is 
approximately the same as its 
1930’s levels. The London of the 
1930’s in cultural terms was the 
peak of Britain at its greatest, the 
finest generation of men our 
country produced, an ambitious 
bright new generation with a desire 
for change the brave new post war 
world, they had given so greatly in 
the First World War and would 
become an unshakable force in the 
Second. A people who shrugged 
off unspeakable horror with 
determination, spirit and will, 
horrors a tiny fraction of which 
would break the London of today. 

It did not matter that they were 
mostly humble, poor and freezing 
they were strong, tightly knit, the 
embodiment of London character 
and proud. Today people are self 
centred, ignorant and weak, 
especially in the head. Community 
doesn’t exist, as is the case with 
responsibility, continuity, 
ambition, and culture. Within just 
a few generations the once great 
people of London were corrupted 
to the pathetic state they are in 
today, they have been driven out 
and lost their link to even that the 
past - the urban centre today ‘the 
suburb’ with other Europeans 
recognise as slums, is an 
artificially imposed space. 
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The meaning of life itself under 
liberalism is the source of this 
perversion. How can a population be 
inspired to greatness when it does 
not encountered greatness in daily 
life. What we lack is motivation that 
stems from the view of life only as a 
means to attain status in a world that 
was created for the enslavement of 
the individual, who works only to 
sustain a purely material existence 
the pointlessness of which is to alien 
to our nature. To live in Britain is to 
live in a country that is old, ancient- 
old, and there are times and places 
still when the a past of ages shines 
through and exposes you to a sense 
of humbleness and place in relation 
to infinity, that we no longer notice, 
and is required for making a men 
who are willing to fight for 
something more than their own 
single human life. People may 
sustain themselves on material 
goods alone but nobody will die for 
material goods or endure suffering 
in its name - but for a cause that is 
believed in, men will throw 
themselves endlessly, relentlessly 
and without regret up to the embrace 
of death. 


Life must attain a higher 
purpose; nobody should be forced 
to work for an existence for the 
sake of existing, but should work 
freely for the betterment of the 
nation and community, to master 
themselves as human beings. 

Our answer to this is to take people 
back to their roots, to the soil until 
they take out of that soil the thing 
for which millions of our heroes 
gave their lives, only then can they 
return to the city a place in the 
nation. 

The preservation of the 
Environment: 

When people think of ‘green’ 
politics, they think of what it has 
become; a sub-cultural luxury 
commodity promoted by satisfied 
self righteous and paternal 
malcontents who seek to impose 
their misguided social philosophy 
on the rest of the population. These 
people moralise and feel themselves 
superior because they have money, 
but in terms of improving the actual 
conditions they do nothing. 


What those intellects fail to grasp 
is that our people consider such a 
thing to be a luxury, and so long 
as it remains a racket of the 
middle classes it will remain that 
way. How the moralists ignore the 
fact that most people have no 
option but to live and eat 
unhealthily, who today really has 
the time and money to purchase 
the wares of green merchandise 
let alone the practical knowledge 
to use them. 

We have to change this based on a 
solid and unwavering 
commitment to the principle of 
social justice, the health of the 
nation, and our long term security 
- this cannot be done with empty 
prattling. Our environmentalism is 
one that understands the inner 
workings of nature - we must 
maintain the complex relationship 
between the flora, fauna and 
waterway which allow our 
survival. This relationship is one 
emphasises husbandry, 
stewardship, and mastery over our 
land in a way that balances with 
the cities - not unconditional 
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THE SOLUTION 


1. Greatly increase the size 
of British Agriculture : 


Conservative estimates currently put 
Britain’s total unused farm land at 
near 700,000 hectares (2006:Set- 
aside land: 520,000 hectares, bare 
fallow land 150,000 hectares). We 
estimate there is an additional 
1,000,000 hectares of potential 
farmland that can be reclaimed. 

With the stable prices and an assured 
market we will bring we can finally 
undertake the task of creating some 
25,000 new farmsteads across the 
country. Each of these will be 
conditioned, irrigated, furnished, 
seeded, tooled up and eventually 
turned into family farms. These 
farms will be organised by the CBA 
which will maintain stability and 
direction throughout the operation. 
Farmers will be encouraged to grow 
all they can as opposed to all they 
can afford and will be subsidised to 
do so either by the EU of the 
Corporation of British agriculture 
depending on our relations with 
Europe. It is estimated that at this 
rate of production within 5 years our 
dependency of foreign imports will 
have gone. 

2. Increase the living 

standards, political power 
and numeracy of Farmers: 

For the last century Britain’s small 
farmers have met continual decline 
and have been virtually annihilated 
by trusts and foreclosures, now serfs 
to the land their living standards 
have fallen with the increasing 
volume of foreign imports, 
particularly concerning livestock 
where some farmers making 
constant loss and living in virtual 
poverty. The British farmer is a 
highly skilled worker who leads an 
arduous and hard working lifestyle 
so he not only deserves higher living 
standards, better working conditions 
but a higher social status. We will do 
this and more, we will give him 
power in place over the body of the 
trusts - an amalgamation of all the 
dead farms foreclosed upon. 


Under our system they will be 
unified into the Corporation of 
British Agriculture - a democratic 
body which farmers will be able to 
elect representatives in or stand for 
commanding positions where they 
can council their own industry. The 
Corporation will oversee a 
program of mass redistribution of 
Britain’s arable land currently 
owned by capital magnates, which 
totals to as few as some 40,000 
persons each with an average net 
worth of 50 million and 4320 
hectares of land each (This does 
not include the 119,000 hectares of 
rural land owned by the crown). 
The price of land has skyrocketed 
because it is in the interest of this 
monopoly to keep it high, and 
competitors out - so they can also 
speculate on produce and set its 
price. A modest farmstead with 40 
hectares and a very small house 
will cost some £600,000, meaning 
that for a young person at least 
huge loans must be taken out with 
compound interest - usury. 

This system of the money power is 
a conspiracy of fraud - and that is 
a crime. All hogged land that is 
held on for financial gain will be 
forcibly removed and redistributed 
to Britain’s new farmers. Our aim 
is not just to improve the lot of 
current farmers but to fully ‘re¬ 
people’ the land and account for 
the security and living of thousands 
of people, effectively taken off 
system’s hands. These new farms 
will run on the model of the small 
family farm, sociologically ideal 
for raising a family unit - 
providing a class of solid 
yeomanry capable of providing for 
themselves and others. 

An arrangement will be reached 
with the supermarkets, a source of 
grievance for the small farmer 
which has been allowed to 
constantly bully farmers into 
lowering their prices and undercut 
them with foreign trade driving 
down their prices and thus ability 
to outright produce. 


Over the last 100 years we have 
seen the retail price of food stuffs 
rise four times that of the raw 
produce when it leaves the farm 
(accounting for interest and 
inflation), to this tune if the price 
of wheat had increased over the 
last century to the rate of inflation 
it would be worth £600 per ton, 
but today it is worth only £100. In 
recent years farmer’s prices have 
fallen by as much as 18 percent 
and the cause is clear. Under our 
system the supermarket chains 
would be broken and redistributed 
within the retail industry, the 
Corporation of British Agriculture 
would have the power to 
determine prices and would reach 
fair agreements with its 
collaborating industry, while the 
government and civil service 
would keep watch to ensure fair 
play. Additionally the farmer 
would be networked with every 
retail outlet in the country and 
would have more time to attend 
their business flouting their wares 
across the land or paying 
unnecessary fees for a middleman. 
Under our system we seek to 
bestow on the farmer the political 
muscle that has been denied to him 
and reserved only for 
cosmopolitan townies. Each 
farmer will elect a representative 
to the CBA, an experienced local 
leader representing different areas 
which can amount to anything 
from 5 to 50 farms. These leaders 
will act on any directions and 
orders from the CBA who in turn 
represents the areas local feeling 
as well as advising on food prices, 
wages, land rents ect. This will 
maintain the balance between both 
private enterprise and the 
networking required to run a 
programme of this scale, and 
though this level of control and 
hand holding may appear 
excessive it must be remembered 
that organisation will be 
imperative in the creation of 
entirely new settlements. Creating 
stability at this stage will save lots 
of unnecessary trial and error and 
networks the farmer with all the 
available resources, tools, crop, 
advice and livestock they require 
in building their existence. 
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3. The Creation of the 
Land Army : 

Programs, politics, and ideas, like 
those presented here only have 
credibility if they come with a 
plausible means of putting them 
into action - otherwise the whole 
venture is pointless. In the Latter 
Day Pamphlets (1850) Carlyle 
proposed the creation of a ‘land 
army’ a volunteer force to work 
the countryside that would give 
bread and board to the 
unemployed. It was this that 
formed the basis of the National 
Socialist Labour Service that saved 
the German economy in 1933 - 
those were the shovels that built 
the autobahn blueprints that sat in 
the desk draws of Weimar officials 
for decades. We propose the 
creation of our own national labour 
service to be based in the 
countryside. The land army will 
need to do much clearing, 
restoring, draining, constructing, 
and engineering related tasks - in 
return for working the land will 
give back to the youth what they 
have been denied. This one great 
task will be a crash course for the 
new generation in all the essential 
emergency and life skills - long 
after the initial surge there will 
remain this permanent institution 
because constant maintenance will 
need to be performed. 

Militarising the young population 
this way will be essential in the 
first years of assuming power. 

With economic collapse and the 
fading away of the liberal dream; 
Britain’s youth will be crippled 
with unemployment, most 
graduates unable to find work even 
in the lowliest of positions. This 
opportunity will not be wasted, a 
new civilian must be made, one 
that knows the land, the value of 
labour, knows the fresh air - yes 
but there will also be education, 
the type that builds character and 
open minds, they will learn pride 
in nation. Our workers will leave 
with a basic training and 
knowledge, they will learn life 
skills, how to live off the land, 
how to camp, how to get food and 
water, how to plan for situations, - 
everything they would need for 
crisis. Our people will never 
starve! 


Many will be able to stay and 
take up a permanent holding in 
the countryside. The prospective 
militiamen will hopefully help fill 
the order of willing and skilled 
farmers that we will need on a 
long term basis as apprentices on 
other farms. The overall task will 
be to condition and maintain the 
countryside so it is fit for farming, 
securing Britain with an all round 
seasoned defence force, and to aid 
in Britain’s rebirth. 


4. The proper regulation 
of all foreign imports : 

Before any task of restoration can 
be attempted, it is first essential to 
stop our markets being flooded 
with foreign agricultural 
foodstuffs. Low food prices 
operated by international finance 
at cut rates to kill us in our 
infancies will mean our producers 
cannot earn enough to justify his 
production and must therefore end 
his living (Though foodstuffs 
themselves are becoming more 
and more expensive so to is the 
cost of producing). Food prices 
are artificially rendered low 
because of the excessive mass of 
foreign imports, creating a false 
market for our farmers, by 
choking the market we can 
safeguard the growth of our own 
producers, secure Britain’s 
market, and our security. 

A system of import regulation will 
be put in place by customs and 
excise which will relay with the 
Corporation of British Agriculture 
a set balance between Britain’s 
true needs with our livelihood and 
ability to produce. This will not 
hurt foreign producers, far from it 
- it will set a precedent that will 
begin the healing of the world. 
Also, this will not drive up the 
food prices for the British people, 
a safe ‘British only’ insulated 
economy would increase the 
wealth and purchasing power of 
our citizens to buy more, rather 
than empower nations which for 
the most part are either 
competitors or countries that do 
not deserve to be treated as such. 


International Finance glorifies free 
trade through big business¬ 
playing on their morals; people are 
told to feel good by buying food 
from the Fernando Lopezs’ of the 
third world but almost racist to 
buy from and aid our local 
producers, the aim of all this was 
simple - the British are a targeted 
people made into landless 
peasants, serfs - and our burden 
places serfdom onto others. The 
British people must no longer be 
mindless consumers, their purpose 
in life will be to work for sake of 
their spirit, not the sake of their 
gut alone, to above all be masters 
of their own destiny. With the 
elimination of foreign imports, 
and a substantial increase in 
purchasing power, it is we who, 
with a grand surplus brought by 
extensive farming from one of the 
most developed nations on the 
planet a natural market with 
access to British food imports (in 
return for the raw metals we lack), 
paying their way out of poverty 
and an increasing ability to buy 
British produce. 

As we have already ascertained 
we believe foreign imports to be 
wholly inferior to that of British 
produce. This void between 
foreign and domestic produce will 
widen as the standards of British 
produce will rise, foreign imports 
on the other hand will not have 
been subject to the strict controls 
and regulations, and more than 
likely will contain an unsafe level 
of pesticides, carry disease, etc. 

5. A solution to the 
European question : 

Another obstacle in our path is the 
European Union. The European 
Union’s infringement of our 
national sovereignty and its 
primary purpose of imposing a 
system of economic slavery will 
have to be removed one way or 
the other. The European Union is 
costing our agricultural sector to 
the tune of an estimated 15 billion 
pounds because of the 
bureaucratic and favouritist way in 
which the European Union plays - 
and the solution will have to be a 
political one way or the other.

At present Britain is the second 
largest contributor to the EU 
budget next to Germany, and we 
will use this to impose our will on 
Europe. Their plan has rested on a 
century of docile British political 
leaders beholdent to the money 
power, now it will be our will or 
an economic war - we will be 
prepared to fight that war while 
international finance won’t. The 
stand off will either be let live of 
the destruction of the money 
power. 

Our get out clause if we are 
granted will be to the following 
effect: national corporations 
representing British industry be 
able to reject any EU legislation 
which did not positively account 
for the needs of the industry and its 
workers, that we be allowed to 
impose limits on immigration from 
the EU if necessary, we be given a 
larger proportion of the EU budget 
to our agricultural sector to the 
tune of the benefits France and 
Germany unfairly receive, and that 
we continue to regulate our 
imports without hindrance, in 
return we would remain in the EU 
working towards a greater Europe. 

6. The environment: 

Part of the rural revolution will be 
to restore our balance with nature. 
Many modern methods of farming 
production are thoughtless and 
unsustainable; the use of chemicals 
on the land, pesticides on the crop, 
and the feeding of livestock with 
the remains of its own kind would 
be just a few examples of the cause 
for major future concern. While an 
immaculate harvest assures a total 
return on investment, the use of 
chemicals without soil replacement 
destroys our future prosperity, 
robbing future generations of good 
soil. Mass starvation will be the 
woe of China - Britain, never! 

Threats to our survival must be 
stamped out, our dependence on 
foreign food and fuel reduced. 

We would do away with nitrogen 
fertilizers, pesticides and 
herbicides; they are unnecessary 
and damage our people and land. 


We believe organic farming works. 
It is founded on the belief that a 
healthy soil yields healthy plants 
which are therefore robust enough 
to resist disease and attack by 
pests. Because organic crops grow 
slowly, in a fertile and living soil, 
they have thicker cell walls 
providing a natural barrier to pests. 
Organic food not only has the 
potential to protect us against 
cancer by lowering the toxic 
burden from our polluted world 
but evidence suggests that the 
increased levels of antioxidants in 
organic food help combat the 
damage caused by carcinogenic 
chemicals. 

7. A bio fuel campaign: 

Britain, and our European friends 
must find an alternative to the third 
world oil supply and fast 
If Britain can double the size of its 
agricultural output we will have in 
theory a surplus 20 percent of 
surplus agriculture on top of a 
hundred percent self sufficiency 
rate which will not be necessary, 
leaves a huge amount of room for 
other uses of our produce other 
than consumption or export. 
Britain’s dependency on the 
worlds dwindling oil supplies will 
need to be remedied quickly, our 
alternative it to grow our own 
fuels. 

At present standards Britain is 
already capable of producing the 
Biofuels (primarily bioethanol and 
biodiesel) necessary to meet the 
Renewable Transport Fuel 
Obligation (RTFO) of a five 
percent inclusion rate by 2010, if 
we act now we could be looking 
forward to an entire transformation 
of fuel. From the 2003 to 2005 
period, British wheat exports have 
averaged 2.8 million tonnes, 
enough to produce 1.2 billion litres 
of bio-ethanol, equivalent to five 
percent of projected petrol 
demand. Bioethanol will be 
produced from Britain’s sugar 
market. Prior to the recent 
meddling from Brussels the 
average volume of sugar beet 
production was 1.4 million 


tonnes, enough to produce a 
further 144 million litres of bio 
ethanol. If we set aside some more 
facilities with more efficient 
technology for the purposes of bio 
fuels we could establish a 
renewable reserve for all our motor 
vehicles in the future. 

conclusion 

It is wholly in the interest of the 
nation that Britain’s agriculture be 
saved from the crisis of liberalism, 
our nation demands it if it is to 
continue to exist. The heath of the 
nation, the prosperity of the nation, 
and the security of the nation all 
require this programme of 
agricultural expansion if they are 
to remain strong. This programme 
is the only one of its kind that 
supports such action, all other 
political parties fail to understand 
this matter. Virtually all farming 
industries and related organisations 
would agree with these policies. 
The change towards self 
sufficiency itself will be inevitable, 
it is only a question how many will 
suffer and die in the meantime. To 
control a nation, one must first 
control its economy, economical 
independence is the only way we 
can achieve national independence 
free to carve a fresh new path in 
the pages of history. 

Here we stand, a new movement 
fighting for all the little men of 
Britain in a deaths struggle against 
Liberalism and Marxism - the 
parties reply with words, we reply 
action!

Though this article was entirely the 
work of the author, this work was 
based on the writings of green 
pioneer. Blackshirt farmer, Bognor 
councillor, and British Union of 
Fascists parliamentary candidate 
for Horsham, Jorian Jenks. He held 
the position as the chief 
agricultural advisor for the BUF 
and a frequent writer for the 
newspaper ‘Action’. After the war 
Jenks moved on to help found the 
soil association which still exists 
today and is where you can find 
the statistics used here. Britain 
pays the price for not listening.

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If we really are in a ‘fight’ as it is 
euphemistically called (in what 
can also be euphemistically called 
‘the movement’) then the fighter 
must ideally be one who is strong. 
We should support fundamentally 
in all areas the concept of 
strength; that is we believe in 
defined concepts, in social 
structure, in hierarchy and absolute 
values. By that logic if we are firm 
in those beliefs then there should 
be no basis for compromise with 
our enemies. 

The enemy certainly has no 
qualms on this question - the 
leftist hatred for us is 
unconditional and they are work 
around the clock to undermine us - 
they are brutal in this fact, and it 
has led many to tears wondering 
‘why is the enemy so mean to us?’ 
and ‘why they are not fair?’. In 
naive stupidly many try to engage 
liberals at their own level to ‘guilt’ 
them when they are oppressed - It 
operates on the assumption that the 
enemy is what he purports to be; 
liberal (for people who believe or 
know anything there is no such 
thing) and that ‘liberals’ lack the 
same sense of security and 
conviction that they do. The 
outcome of grovelling exercises is 
always to completely break your 
position down and neuter yourself. 

The current playing field of their 
conventions of language and 
history is designed to crush 
dissenting opinion and ends 
debates before they can begin. 
Those who think that the 
opposition can learn to respect us 
or at even be persuaded, namely 
our smartass leaders, have failed to 
grasp that the enemy isn’t 
interested in playing silly buggers. 

The debate goes something like 
this; a right winger assumes that 
liberalism is about political 
principles; rights, equalities, etc. 
They like these as well but believe 
they are being implemented 
unfairly - our people are not 
represented, are discriminated 
against, victims of immigrant 
crime, denied free speech etc. 


This is not how debates are 
measured and won. The enemy 
cannot be ‘guilted’, they live 
outside logic and even though

They are 
not wrong or inconsistent for 
thinking that - on the contrary it is 
the one thing they do get right, 
there is a lot we can learn from the 
enemy. When I see a discussion 
between a really convinced 
communist and some puffy little 
Tory who is a coward and a traitor 
-1 stand shoulder with the 
communist. Anyone who has 
attempted to argue reasonably with 
liberals will know experience that 
no matter how much you water 
yourself down or how compelling 
a case you make politically, you 
are attacked with what seems like 
an irrational fear and hatred. 


When you accept an enemy 
language you condemn yourself, it 
is like trying to promote 
Protestantism as a member of the 
17 th century Catholic Church - 
there is a witch hunt on and if you 
let slip your true intentions you 
will be tried and no matter your 
defence you will be found wanting 
- you don’t get a fair trial, you are 
just burned at the stake. Being 
exposed as a subversive i.e. a 
‘racist’ is the ultimate weapon of a 
weak enemy; it kills your 
reputation, social standing, career, 
and the ability of people to listen 
what you're saying. Most of all, it 
kills open discussion itself. 

What we must accept is that we are 
fighting a war and those do- 
gooders who think they know best 
are not going to win anything by 
being nice, but they will be subject 
to terrorism and rightly so - 1 don’t 
expect anything less. At the same 
time we must never have to justify 
ourselves through our opponents 
moral reasoning, because we have 
our own - some people forget that, 
they really believe they are 
liberals, constitutionalists, 
democrats, humanitarians, etc - 
there is absolutely no hope or reply 
to such people. 
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There are a few things about the 
new generation of opponents that 
make them different from their 
predecessors. Numerically there is 
nowhere near enough of them - 
that is, people who actually believe 
in liberalism, the political 
correctness officer who will attack 
you. This few who do rule the 
mins are insane to put it bluntly - 
masochistic and delusional heirs 
who while full of self 
righteousness and idealism they 
are even more ill equipped to 
govern this society than the present 
clericy - actors mimicking their 
parents, nothing more. They do not 
‘believe’ in anything, not with 
conviction other than the principle 
universal equality and happiness is 
a moral good. It is like a stupid 
animal; it doesn’t have a will, it 
has only instincts. All of them 
were raised as liberals practically 
from birth and have never had to 
fight for their cause, which is why 
their focus is aimed on events and 
standards in other counties, on 
other horizons, united nations, 
world economics and peace - not 
the gathering storm at home. None 
of them are leaders in any real 
sense of that word, and it is 
leadership that is how society is 
really ruled. 

Decades without opposition have 
established a tedium of a world 
without struggle - politicians with 
different coloured ties talk about 
politics and trivia, the audience 
goes to sleep, even our own think 
this is normal - it isn’t. Forcing 
ourselves to maintain any 
reasonable standards in 
‘intellectual discourse’ with our 
opponents is all that now props up 
the system; the constant 
humiliation of conservative 
cowards. 

Ideas themselves do not matter, 
leadership does - a corrupt system, 
even a benevolent one is ripe for 
destruction, and by way of contrast 
a people is not averse to any idea 
‘on principle’, again liberal 
principles are shared by liberals 
only. 
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People of this country need a 
shock to get them active and 
reconnect them with purpose and 
identity. The people of this country 
don’t know what to do, they have 
been betrayed and isolated by the 
political class, they are afraid, they 
are bereft - they don’t need 
weakness, and the hot air of a 
political nerd, the people need 
something to make them strong, 
make them hard, lift them up, and 
give them hope. 

Vitality and Terror; the key to 
victory. 

‘Weak Integralism’ was exactly 
what allowed itself to be destroyed 
in the form of the prior 
conservatism, unable to ultimately 
resist the crippling effects of social 
Marxism, it died an ignominious 
death, how many times must we 
die again? 

We must not shrink from the 
argument when now is the time to 
embrace the adversarial and show 
ourselves as the opposite to the 
political culture that now 
dominates us - in taking that stand 
we will be a shining light to the 
people and can start to attack the 
system directly with the greatest 
organised force, from those we 
have led and given courage to. For 
too long we have allowed 
mediocrity to dominate life, our 
people degraded, living in fear 
because of holding beliefs - that 
will all change, but only when we 
learn how to fight back. 

Britain doesn’t have a pacifistic 
society, we have never been 
pacifists - when we and our 
ancestors had a problem we 
applied coercion to get what we 
wanted - and that way we made a 
great empire. We know what we 
have been capable of in the past 
and we can awaken the beast once 
again! We declare war on the 
modern world because we can win. 
I believe that in a society where 
everyone is afraid to make a real 
statement, we can capitalise on 
that and stand out from the others. 


Liberalism is not something to 
discuss with and parley with - let 
alone something to stand with or 
pretend to be - it is a disease that 
must be wiped out before it kills 
us. With our strength summoned 
we will engage them everywhere 
in all their houses, and we will 
confront them and destroy them! 
The people will be with us because 
we ‘intellectualise’ what they feel 
in nature and represents their 
interests, so very soon it will be 
the liberals who will know fear as 
we remind them once again what it 
feels like to struggle under the heel 
of a jackboot. If these are to be the 
last days of our great civilization 
let us swear together that we fight 
on until the end. 

The use of this ‘shock and awe’ to 
both gain ground and inspire 
support is the first step in 
overtaking existing nationalist 
parties and to create a new 
leadership. By being radical we 
may well draw some fire but as 
this will mostly be from our ‘own 
side’ it will distance ourselves 
from other nationalist groups here 
in Britain which are so disgraced 
in the public mind every time a 
new limp libertarian broken back 
patriot organisation appears on the 
scene and is cut down for all the 
world to see. 

Integralism in Britain cannot be 
represented by a political elite, 
which for the past thirty years has 
failed to make any gain 
whatsoever and done nothing to 
even slow the progress made in 
destroying this nation. We must 
truly represent a break from the 
past and so the first task is to 
create a political nucleus that is 
different and in our image to 
attract people who see the world 
differently and organise our own 
‘political class’ which will be 
united not by politics but by its 
common adherence to the 
principles of strength. For our 
opponents a new age as the past 
fifty years of anti fascist activism 
becomes obsolete in face of an 
enemy that can and will - fight! 
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FASCISM is a creed of patriotism and revolution. For 
the first time a strong movement emerges, which on the 
one hand is loyal to King and Countiy, and on the other 
hand stands for far-reaching and revolutionary changes 
in government, in economics, and in life itself. Hitherto, 
patriotism has been associated with those who wish to 
keep things as they are; revolution has been associated 
with a flabby internationalism which sets the interests of 
foreign countries before those of Britain. The watchword 
of Fascism is “Britain First” . We love our country, but 
we are determined to build a country worthy of that love. 
Things cannot remain as they are: we must have great 
changes to adapt modem Britain to modem fact. True
